'avoid doing go. 

Plow under all infested stubble and 
ruined wheat, where practicable, soon 
after harvest * 

Destroy alt volunteer wheat by har- 
rowing, disking, plowing, or some 
other method. 

Plow all land to be sown to wheat 
as early and deeply as existing condi- 
tions permit, and prepare a thoroughly 
pulverized and compacted seed bed. 

Conserve moisture against a period 
of drought at seeding time. 

Use good seed 

Fertilize 

» Sow wheat during the fly-free per- 
iod, as advised by your farm advisor 
or State experiment station £ 

Adhere to these practices e\Try 
year, whether the fly is abundant or 
scarce They will help, to keep it 
scarce.

Threads made of the com- 
bination are much stronger than pure 
cotton threads and far more durable, 
as has been proved by making some 
of it into fish nets which have lasted a 
surprisingly long time Experiments 
have proved that -this combination 
produces splendid material for sum- 
mer clothes and shirtings, especially 
imitation pongee. The fibre also 
duces a splendid paper.

ing 13.845 miles. Project agreements 
had actually been executed and con- 
structiqn work was in progress on 
1.4*9 projects, totalling 11,987 miles.

Many malodous mixtures, particu- 
larly of an bily nature, have some 
value as repellents for stable flies, but 
in preparing nhese care should be 
taken that they are not made too 
strong, especially when animals are 
being worked in the hot sun, as they 
are likely to cause overheating and 
often produce shedding of the hair. 

A mixture of fish oil (1 gallon), oil 
of pine tar (8 ounces), oil of penny- 
royal (2 ounces), and kerosene ("''• 
pint), was found to be fairly effective 
in keeping the flies off of live stock for 
a short time when applied lightly, but 
thoroughly, to the parts of the ani- 
mals not covered with blankets or 
nets.

FARM WASTES THAT ARE 

BEING UTILIZED 



Something like one-third of the to 
tal production of grain straw in thb 
United States is not being used to 
advantage, and of this amount one- 
half is an absolute loss Of the 245,- 
000,000 tons of corn stover produced 
annually in the United States it is 
estimated that only 81 3 per cent is fed 
to stock, and that at least 35 per cent 
of this amount is lost through waste- 
ful methods of feeding. Similarly, dur- 
ing the past yearn large quantities of 
cottonseed meal have been used for 
direct fertilizing purposes, which 
could be used to better advantage for 
feeding cattle, since not over 33 per 
cent of its fertilizing value is lost 
it it so used.

LIVE STOCK IS I 
ON THE DECREASE 

Hog Births Are 10 Per Cent 
Ftfwer Than Last Year. Cal- 
ves Are 22 Per Cent Less. 



A falling off in the numbers of cat- j 
tie and hogs in the* United States 
occurred during the first four months | 
of this year, as compared with the 
like period last year, according to re- 
ports of special livestock reporters 
of the Bureau of Crop Estimates. 
United States Department of Agri- 
culture. 

In' the case of Logs the births dur- 
ing January, February. March and 
April were about 10 per cent fewer 
than in the same months last year. 
The marketings have fallen off about 
1.1 per cent; the farm slaughter was 
about the same in both seasons; but 
the deaths on farms this year are 
Over 40 per cent heavier than last year 
to May 1. Taking into consideration 
both the births and the deaths (from 
all causes), it appears that there has 
been a relative reduction of about 5 
per cent during the first four months 
of this year as compared with the 
trend during the first four months of 
last year. 

The birth of calves from January 
1. to Ma* 1, were about H per cent 
fewer this year than last year. The 
net disposition of cattle by marketings 
farm slaughter, and deaths was about 
9 per cent greater than last awar; it 
appears that there has been a relative 
reduction of about rt per cent in total 
number of cattle as compared with 
last jrear during the four months 
January 1, to May 1 



COOPERATION BETWWEN 
MAN AND MACHINE 

ON THE FARM. 



Specialists in farm management dur- 
ing the past yeaa have been making 
investigations for the Department of 
Agriculture * hi the saving in labor 
that may be made by the use of mod- 
ern farm machinery. Its was the first 
comprehensive study of the subject 
and its purpose was to show from 
field tests how the greatest practical 
results may be obtained from the 
minimum of labor. 

The report of these specialists was 
recently published by the Department. 
It shows that one man does 80 per 
cent, more work with a .'8-inch horse 
drawn plough than with a single bot- 
tom plough, that a portable elevator 
reduces the time of unloading grain 
about 75 per cent, that a hay loader 
reduces* the" time of loading >.•> per 
cent, and that the corn binder in- 
creases the result of man labor :>0 
per cent, over cutting and shocking

the past the Department says that "a 
farmer has been enabled to produce 
57 bushels of potatoes with one aver- 
age hour's labor where 50 years ago 
he produced only a third of that a- 
mount." and that where today a man 
produces 127 pounds of cotton a day 
as an average of the season's work, 
a half century ago he produced only 
45 pounds. 

The chief interest in these figures 
just at present lies in the relation 
which th>y bear to the shortage of 
farm labor From them the farmer 
can get what consolation he way as 
he reads the survey of the situation 
just issued by the Department. Ac- 
cording to this survey the available 
supply of farm labor is 72 per cent, 
nornal; in other words the situation 
"is more acute now than it was at 
the immediate close, of the war when 
the drafted farm boys were still in 
the army." 

The complaint of the farmers, espe- 
cially in the middle West, where the 
largest manufactories of farming ma- 
chinery are situated, has been that 
these establishments take all of his 
laborers from him. He has not been 
inclined to consider the returns these 
laborers make him as producers of 
labor saving machinery. He declares 
today that though he has improved 
working conditions and is offering an 
increase of from 15 to 25 per cent 
in wages he cannot compete with the 
cities in obtaining help 

There is no doubt considerable 
truth in this and he is not likely to 
be ,appeasedj>y the showing made by 
the Agricultural Department of the 
great help that the cities have actu- 
ally given to him in his wo.k. The 
same cry shortage of labor was heard 
about this time in 1915, yet a billion 
bushel wheat crop was produced; it 
was heard again last year when the 
n»t"t|| nroduced its second largest 
yields.
